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SUE OF FA1IILY - 

I have asked several of the older people of the county 
if they thought that the pioneer expressed his desire for a 
large family for practical reasons, and they all agree that 
he did not. Shey say that people in those days did not 
openly talk of such things, hut accepted children os a matter 
Of course, something over which they had no control. They 
sey that he did not mind having a large family, just accept¬ 
ed it as the "Lordfc Vi ill "and thought nothing more of it. 

The more children they hod the more work could he done, 
for pT^peers taught their children to help with the v'ork 
just as-soon as they-were old enough to begin to run errands, 
end th^ ’"ere taught to do other things as they got older 
the girls:to cook, sew, knit, spin and weave, and all the 
things that they would have to know how to do when they 
h»4 s house of their own. The father taught, in most cases, 
the son to do the things that he himself did. Espesially did
